Response to the communication dated April 2, 2010. 

The notice of non-complian1 amendment dated March 26, 2010 indicated that claim 27 (previously withdrawn) was presented with 
incorrect status identifier, and amended from a product to a method, to incorporate the subject matter of non-elected Group IV and to 
force the examination of non-elected subject matter, previously unexamined. Thus, constituting a shift from the elected invention. 
The notice did not indicate a lack of signature as the grounds of non-compliance. Applicants' argument that claim 27 was amended 
and therefore was presented with the correct status identifieer of Currently Amended is not found persuasive. 
The correct status identifier should be (Withdrawn-currently amended). The entry of the claim as amended would further cloud the 
prosecution history in the case. The claim remains withdrawn until such time that it becomes subject to rejoinder by the examiner. 
Applicants' argument that they have simply amended claim 27 into a method that does not incorporate the subject matter of non- 
elected Group IV is not found persuasive, because the claim requires a second polynucleotide comprising at least two copies of a 
GAL4 upstream activation sequence (i.e. subject matter previously withdrawn without traverse; see also Goup V, p. 3 of the 
restriction requirement dated February 9, 2009). The office generally does not permit a shift to claiming another invention mid- 
prosecution (MPEP §819). 

Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the 
mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
